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Toys by Contemporary Canadian Artists is 
the second in a series of Christmas exhibitions. 
The first, Christmas in the Grange, held in 
December 1965, showed late nineteenth cen- 
tury toys. The present exhibition is planned as 
a complete contrast. The artists were invited 
to contribute toys of any type or purpose, pre- 
ferably (but not necessarily) untraditional in 
aspect. If the toys turned out to be temporary, 
highly irrational and impractical (at least in a 
commercial sense), so much the better, for 
these qualities are sympathetic to a child’s 
imagination. They also appeal to an adult's 
sense of wit. The results, we hoped, would not 
fall strictly into the categories of commercial 
design or fine arts, but would comprise wholly 
individual and engrossing objects.
